City Lets 
Paving 
Contract 


The City of Hamlin signed a contract Wednesday 
afternoon with Brannan Contractors, Inc. of Victoria 
to pave at least 18 city blocks. 
The contract was signed at a meeting held in the 
City Hall with the city being represented by Mayor 
John V. Howard Jr., Councilmen loe Hudspeth and 
lames Josey and City Paving Engineer, W. W. "Doc” 
Greif of Snyder. Brannan Contractors were represented 
by W. J. Brannan. president, and W. A. Williams, gen­ 
eral superintendent 
The contract calls for approximately 18 blocks of 
city streets, consisting of 24 inch curb and gutter, 
grading, cement stabilized base and one course asphalt 
treatment complete in place. 
Brannan said that the company will be on the job by 
a week from Monday (September 26). 
Although it had been previously announced that 
over 20 blocks had been signed up for the paving, when 
the city checked the money and notes only 18 blocks 
were complete. Others are expected to be completed 
by the time the work is started.

without approval of local vot­ 
ers loses state aid. Wilson ruled 
that this does not apply if the 
school is complying with a fed­ 
eral court order to intergrate. 
However, the ruling did not 
knock down the state law in 
question. Wilson said that the 
schools that are not under fed­ 
eral court order and integrate 
without approval in a local e- 
lection would still lose state aid 
and accreditation. 
Immediately affected 
were 
two large school systems- in

begin gradual integration plans. 
SALES TAX NEED SEEN - 
Next year’s money will be so 
staggering the Legislature will 
have to hesort to sales taxing, 
general or selective to keep the 
boat afloat. 
This prediction is made by 
Sen. William S. Fly of Victoria 
chairman of the Texas Com­ 
mission on State and Local 
Tax Policy. Fly was defeated

MEDICAL AID URGED - 
Legislation to 
provide 
state- 
federal payments for medical 
care for Texans on old age as­ 
sistance has near-top priority 
on his list, says Governor Dan­ 
iel. 
He noted that there in state 
mental hospitals

3,CHIO 
oldsters who 
are 
not 
really 
mentally ill, hut who have no 
other place to go. 
A medical aid program that 
would make possible the care 
of these

in

would be “a great step for­ 
ward,” said the governor. 
Enactment of such

gram, he told the state wide 
Conference on Aging, is “near 
the top of the list of unfinish

INVESTMENT 
E A S I N G 
SOUGHT- State Board of Ed­ 
ucation will ask the next Leg­ 
islature to pass a law allowing 
investment of some of the per­ 
manent school fund in co-opor- 
ate stocks and bonds.
